SECTION 1 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Utah, 

That the Militia of the Territory of Utah shall consist of 
One Legion, to be called the Nauvoo Legion 


SECTION If 


The Nauvoo Legion shall be commanded by a Lienten- 
ant General, which shall be elected by a majority of the 
votes given, of the commissioned officers of said Legion, and 
commissioned by the Governor 

In case of a vacancy occurring in the office of Lieutenant 
(General, the ranking Major General shall take command 
until the vacancy 1s filed 

All elections for filling the office of Lieutenant General 
to be ordered by the Governor 


SECTION Ul 


The organization of said Legion into Divisions, Brig- 
ades, Regiments. Battalions, Companies and Districts, shall 
be carried out under the direction of the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral 

SECTIUN IV 


The Staff of the Lieutenant General shall consist of 
Heads of Departments, as hereinafter provided foi —three 
Aides with the rank of Colonel; two Topographical Engin- 
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ecis with the rank of Colonel, a Military Secretary with the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and two Chaplaius 


SECTION V 


The Adjutant General shall have the rank of Brigadier 
General, and in his department there shall be, to each Div- 
510 a Division Inspector with the rank of Colouel, to each 
Brigade a Brigade Inspector, to serve also as a Diigade Ma- 
jor, with the rank of Major, and to each Regiment, separate 
Battalion, and District, an Adjutant with the rank of Cap- 
tain

The Commissary General of Subsistence shall have tle 
rank of Brigadier General, and in his department there shall

In the Paymaster General's Department, there shall be a 
Paymaster General with the rank of Colonel, to each Div- 
ision a Division Paymaster with the rank of Major; to each 
Brigade a Brigade Paymaster with the rank of Captain; and 
to each Regiment, separate Battalion, and Distiict, а Pay- 
master with the rank of First Lieutenant

the resignation of an officer by such commander, 1s not ap- 
proved by the Laeutenant General, said officer shall be con- 
tinued ın his office, subject to the same rules, laws and re- 
gulations as formerly.

SECTION LXIV. 


When an officer shall leave the limits of hus district, to 
be absent for a longer term than one year, the Lieutenant 
General may, on application of two-thirds of the officers of 
the command to which such absent officer belonged, ‘cause 
an election to be held in the command, for another to fill 
his place; and immediately on such election being held, the 
commission of the absent officer shall become void, and the 
name of the person appointed to supply his place, shall oc- 
cupy the place of his name on the rolls; otherwise his name 
shall be retained, and he may at any future time 1esume his 
post in the command. 


SECTION LXY. 


When a commissioned or non-commissioned officer, mu- 
аїсїап or private is accused of a capital offence, at shall be 
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the duty of the accuser to prefer his charge in writing, оп 
affirmation, and present it to the commanding ‹ сег of the 
Distiiet, separate Battalion, Regunert, Brigaoe or Division 
to which the accused beloigs; oi if sich commanding office 
is himself the accuser, the charge shall be made out by him 
in the same manuer; and such original charge shall be for- 
warded by said commanding officer, with his suggestions, 
or remarks and signature, to the Adjutant General’s office. 
It shall be the duty of the Lieutenant General, within thirty 
days after the receipt of such charge at the Adjutant Gen- 
era!'s office to order а general court martial, to consist of 
not more than twenty-thiee, nor less than nine members, to 
be detailed as equally from thegseveral distriets of the Le- 
gion, as the good of the service will allew, for the investi- 
gation of the case and the trial of the accused: Provided. ` 
That nothing herein contained shall be se construed as to 
prevent courts of iaquiry being called in th» rasp -etive Dis- 
tricts, separate Battalions, Regime ts. Brigades or Divisions, 
for the investigation of any charge jneferred against auy 
officer, non-commissioned officer, musician, or private, in 
uch command, 
SECTION LXVI. 


It shall be the duty of every officer, non-commissioned 
officer, musician, or private, preferring a charge against 
another, to accompany such charge with a specification 
which will contain a fall and explicit explanation of the 
offences of which the accused is charged. 


TITL FOURTH. 
FURTUER PROVISIONS FOR THE ORGANIZA- 
TION AND REGULATION OF THE 
MUSIC DEPARTMENT. 
— SECTION LXYII. 


The Lientenant General may raise and organize a Band, 
which shall consist of net more than fifty members, and shall 
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be officered by а Captain, and to every sixteen members 
one lieutenant and one sergeant. — ' 


SECTION LXV. 


'The Brigadier General of each Brigade of Cavalry, may 
raise and organize a Baud with Brass iistrumeuts, which 
shall consist of not more than twenty-five members, and 
shall be officered by a Captain. a first Lieutenant, and an 
Orderly Sergeant, subject to the order of the Division or 
District Commander. 

SECTION LXIX . 


The Brigadier General ofach Brigade, of Infantry may 
raise and organize a Band with such iistriments as will be 
suitable for the use aud sevice of the cotps, which shall 
consist of not moie than twenty-five membeis, and shall be 
officered by a Captain, a first Lieutenant. aud an Orderly 
Sergeant, subject also to the ordeis of the Division or 
District Commander. ` 

SECTION LXX. 


The Bands herein provided forshall be subject to the 
same rules, laws and restrictions, as other volunteer com- 
panies of the Legion. 


SECTION LXXI. 


Company Musicians shall be subject to the same rules, 
laws, restrictions, &c., as non-commissioned company offi- 
cers, at company musters or drills. When Regiments or 
separate Battalions are coasolidated, it shall be the duty of 
the Principal Musicians of the, respective Regiments or 
Battalions, to consohdate and tale chaige'ef the Company 
Musicians, which, when consolidated, shall form-the Regi-

FEE 


It shall be the duty of the Chief of Music to furnish each 
Chief of a Band, and each Prmeipal Musician in his depart- 
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ment with а copy of all the calls, marches, and quicksteps, 
to be uniformly used throughout the Legion: the expense 
of which shall be paid out of the Territorial Treasury.— 
And it shall further be his duty to see that the same calls 
are adopted correctly and uniformly throughout the Legion. 


TITLE FIFTH. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 
SECTION LXX. 


It shall be the duty of Commanders of Districts to fur- 
nish the Adjutant General with certified copies of all or- 
ders issued by them, or by Division, Brigade, Regimental, 
or separate Battalion Commanders in their districts, as well , 
as with the proceedings and results of all Courts Martial, 
called and held in their distriets, and with all papers and 
communications that may be of service in preserving a full 
and correct history of the Legion. 


SECTION LXXIV: 


The Adjutant General shall perform the duties of Inspec- 
tor General; and it shall be his duty to inspect the troops of 
each district, at least once in each year, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Lieutenant General. 


SECTION LXXV. 


All frée male citizens of this Territory shall be subject 
to Military duty, within thirty days after their arrival in any 
Military District of the Territory; except the Governor, 
Secretary of the Territory, Judges of the Supreme, District, 
and Probate Courts, Select Men, members and officers of 
both House of the Legislature, within twenty days before 
and after each sitting of the Legislature; the United States’ 
Marshall and Attorney; and such others as may be exempted 
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by the Governor, and-have received a certificate of exemp- 
tion from the Adjutant General. 


TITLE SIXTH. 
MISCELLAEOUS PROVISIONS.

SECTION LXXVI. 


The Quartermaster General is hereby atithorized and in- 
structed to take measures immediately for the erection of a 
suitable building for tke storage and preservation of the 
Public Ams, Ammunition, Wagons, and other Ordinance, 
Camp equipage, and property designed for the use and ben- 
efit of the Legion; and also to cause said property arms, 
&c., to be put in immediate repair. And he is further au- 
thorized to draw on the Territorial Treasury, for the ne- 
cessary amount to be expended in accomplishing the same. 


SECTION LXXYIllI. 


The Adjutant General, the Quarter-master General, Com- 
missary General, and all others entrusted with public prop- 
erty, are hereby required to give bónds with approved secu- 
rity, which bonds with security tojbe approved.by the Ter- 
ritorial Secretary, and filed in his office, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of their duty. 


SECTION LXX. » 


The Lieutenant General shall have power to increase or 
lessen the hmits of Military Districts, and organize new 
districts: also to give instructions, when necessary, for the 
enrollment and organization of néw companies, and make 
such arrangements for the general good of the Legion, as 
he may find necessary, which wilb be compatible with the 


provisions of the Law. |
